Erecting  Louisiana  inti  twi  territories, 
and  providing  for  the  temporary  go- 
vernment thereof. 

r.e  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and 
House  cf  Repiescntatves  tf  the  U ited 
i tates  of  America  in  Congress  ussen.bicd. 
That  all  that  portion  ofcountiy  ceded 
by  France  to  the  United  States  under 
the  name  of  Louifiana,  which  lies  foiith 
the  Miflifiippi  territory, and  of  an  eaft  -nd 
wall  line  to  commence  on  the  Miflifiippi 
river,  at  the  thirty  third  degree  of  noi  th 
latitude,  and  to  extend  weft  to  the  wes- 
tern boundary  of  the  laid  0 Uion,  Ri  all 
conllitute  a territory  of  the  United 
States,  under  the  name  of  the  territory 
of  Orleans  ; the  government  whereof 
lhall  be  organifed  and  adniimitercc  as 
follows. 

Sec.  2.  The  executive  power  (ball  be 
verted  in  a governor,  who  lhall  rt-fide  in 
the  faid  territory,  and  hold  h:s  office  du- 
ring the  term  of  three  years,  unlefs  foon- 
er  removed  by  the  Prefident  ol  the  U- 
nited  States.  He  flnll  be  commander 
111  chief  of  the  militia  of  the  laid  ter- 
ritory ; (hall  have  power  to  grant  par- 
dons for  offences  againft  the  laid  terr  ’o- 
ry,  and  reprieves  for  thole  againft  the 
United  States,  until  the  decifion  of  tne 
Prefident  of  the  United  States  thereon 
(hall  be  made  known  ; and  to  ap;  oint 
and  commiflion  all  officers,  civil,  and  of 
the  militia,  whole  appointments  arc  not 
herein  otherwife  provided  for,  and  which 
(hall  be  eftablifhed  by  law.  He  lhall 
take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  ex- 
ecuted. 

Sec.  3.  A fecretary  of  the  territory 
(hall  be  appointed,  jwbo  (hall  hold  his 
office  during  the  term  of  four  years,  un- 
lefs fooner  removed  by  the  Prefident  of 
the  United  States,  whofe  duty  it  (hall  be, 
under  the  direction  of  the  governor,  to 
record  and  prelerve  all  the  papers  and 
proceedings  of  the  executive,  and  all 
the  ails  of  the  governor  and  legillative 
council,  and  tranfmit  authentic  copies 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  governor,  in 
his  executive  department,  every  bx 
months,  to  the  Prclidtnt  of  the  United 
States.  In  cafe  of  the  vacancy  if  the 
office  of.  governor,  the  government 
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of  die  f.iid  territory  lhall  devolve  on  the 
fecretary.  r _ 

Sec.  4.  The  fegiflstive  powers  (ball 
be  veiled  in  thq  governor,  and  in  thirteen 
of  the  moll  fit  sind  dilcreet  perfens  of 
tlie  territory,  to  be  called  the  legillative 
council,  who  lhall  be  appointed  annual- 
ly by  the  Prefident  of  the  United  States, 
from  among  thofe  holding  real  - date 
therein,  and  who  lhall  have  refiddone 
year,  at  lead,  in  the  faid  territory  and 
hold  no  othce  of  profit  under  the  territo- 
ry, or  the  United  States.  The  govern- 
or, by  and  with  advice  and  confent  of 
the  faid  legidatire  council,  or  of  a ma- 
jority of  them,  lhall  have  power  to  alter, 
modify,  or  repeal  the  laws  which  r ay 
be  in  force  at  the  commencement  of 
this  aid.  Their  legillative  poweri  lhall 
alfo  extend  to  all  the  rightful  l'ubjcfts 
of  legiflation  ; but  no  law  (hall  be  valid, 
which  is  inconfident  with  theconditution 
and  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  which 
lhall  lay  any  perfotv  under  redraint,  bur- 
then, or  d liability,  cn  account  of  his  re- 
ligious opinion,  profellions  or  worlhip; 
all  which  he  lhall  he  free  to  maintain 
his  own,  and  not  burthened  for  thofe  of 
another.  The  governor  lhall  publilli 
throughout  the  faid  territory,  all  the 
laws  which  lhall  be  made,  and  dial!, 
from  time  to  time,  report  the  fame  to 
the  Prefident  of  the  United  States,  to 
be  laid  before  Congrefs  y which  if  dif- 
approved  of  by  Congrels,  (hall  thenceforth 
be  of  no  force.  The  governor,  or  le- 
gillative council,  diall  have  no  power 
over  the  primary  difpofal  of  the  foil, 
nor  to  tax  the  lands  of  the  United 
States,  nor  to  interfere  with  the  claims 
to  land  within  the  faid  territory.  The 
governor  (hall  convene  and  prorogue 
the  legillative  council,  whenever  he 
may  deem  it  expedient.  It  lhall  be 
his  duty  to  obtain  all  the  information 
in  his  power,  in  relation  to  the  cuf- 
toms,  habits,  and  difpofitions  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  faid  territory,  and 
communicate  the  lame,  from  time  to 
time,  to  the  Prefident  of  the  United 
States. 

Sec.  5.  The  judicial  power  diall  be 
veiled  in  a fuperior  court,  and  in  l'uch  in- 
ferior courts,  and  juftiees  of  the  peace, 
as  the  legidature  of  the  territory  may, 
from  time  to  time,  eftablidi.  The  judges 
of  the  filperior  court,  and  the  juftiees  of 
the  peace  lhall  hold  their  offices  for  the 
term  of  four  years.  The  fuperjor  court 
lhall  coolift  of  three  judges,  any  one  of 
whom  lliall  conftitute  a court,  they 
diall  have  jitrifditlion  in  all  criminal 
tales,  and  exclufive  jurifdiftion  in  all 
thofe  which  are  capita!  ; and  original 
and  appellate  jurifdi<£\ion  in  all  civil 
cafes*  of  the  value  of  one  hundred  dol- 
lars. Its  feffions  lhall  commence  on  the 
firft  Monday  of  every  month,  and  con- 
tinue till  all  the  bufinefs  depending  be- 
fore them,  lhall  he  difpofed  of.  They 
diall  appoint  their  own  cleric.  In  all 
criminal  profecUtions  which  are  capital, 
the  trial  diall  be  by  a jury  of  twelve 
good  and  lawful  men  of  the  vicinage  ; 
and  in  all  cafes  criminal  and  civil,  in 
the  fuperior  court,  the  trial  diall  be  by  a 
jury,  if  eitiisr  of  the  parties  require  it. 
The  inhabitants  of  the  faid  territory 
dull  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the 
writ  of  habeas  corpus ; they  diall  bt 
bailable,  unlefs  for  capital  offences, 
■where  the  proof  diall  be  evident,  or  the 
preemption  great  ; and  no  cruel  and 
unufual  pvnifiiment  diall  be  inflicted. 

Sec.  A.  The  governor,  fecretary, 
judges,  diftrift  attorney,  marfhal,  and 
all  general  officers  of  the  militia,  lliall 
he  appointed  by  the  Prelident  of  the 
United  States,  in  the  recefs  of  the  Sen- 
ate, but  diall  be  nominated  at  their 
next  meeting  for  their  advice  and  ton- 
fent.  The  governor,  fecretary,  judges, 
members  of  the  legidative  council,  juf- 
tices  of  the  peace*  all  other  officers,  ci- 
vil  and  of  the  militia,  before  they  en- 
ter upon  the  duties  of  their  refpeftive 
offices,  lhall  take  ah  oath  or  affirmation, 
to  fupoort  the  conflitution  of  the  Unite  : 
States,  and  for  the  faithful  difeharge  of 
the  duties  of  their  office  ; the  governor, 
bi-fore  the  prefident  of  the  United 
States,  or  before  a judge  of  the  fupreme 
or  diftrid  court  of  the  United  States,  or 
before  fuch  other  perfon  as  the  Prefi- 
dein  of  the  United  States  lhall  authorife 
to  adnnr.iilef  the  fame  ; the  fecretary, 
judges,  and  members  of  the  legiflative 
council,  before  the  governor  ; and 
all  other  officers,  before  fuch  perfons  as 
the  governor  dull direft.  I he  governor 
diall  receive  an  annual  falary  of  five 
thoufand  dollars  ; the  feefetary,  of  two 
thou  fa  nd  dollars  ; and  the  judges,  of  two 
thoufand  dollars  each  ; to  be  paid  quar- 
ter yearly  out  of  the  revenues  of  impoft 
and  tonnage,  accruing  within  the  faid 
territory.  The  members  of  the  legif- 
lative council  (hall  receive  four  dollars 
each  per  da)  , during  their  attendance  in 
council. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted ,

impoft  and  tonnage  accruing  withiii  the 
laid  territory.  He  (hall  appoint  a clerk 
for  the  faid  diftrift,  who  flialt  rclide, 
and  keep  the  records  of  the  court  in 
the  city  of  Orleans,  and  fhall  receive  for 
the  fervices  performed  by  him,  the  fame 
fees  to  which  the  clerk  of  Kentucky 
diftrift  is  entitled  for  fnnilar  lerviccs. 

There  (hall  be  appointed  in  the  faid 
diftrift,  a perfon  learned  in  the  law,  to 
aft  us  attorney  for  the  United  States, 
who  lhall,  in  addition  to  his  flated  fees, 
be  paid  fix  hundred  dollars,  annuallj, 
as  a full  compenfation  for  all  extra  fer- 
vices. There  lhall  alfo  be  appointed  a 
marfhal  for  the  laid  diftrift,  wHoftullpsr- 
fonn  the  fame  duties,  be  fubjeft  to  the 
fame  regulations  and  penalties,  and  be 
entitled  to  the  fame  fees,  to  which  mar- 
Ihals  in  other  diftrifts  are  entitled  for 
fimilar  fervices  ; and  (hill  moreover  be 
paid  two  hundred  dollars,  annually,  as 
a compenfation  for  all  extra  lervices. 

Sec.  9.  Ail  free  male  white  perfons, 
who  are  houfe  keepers,  and  who  lliall 
have  refided  one  year  at  lead,  in  the 
(aid  territory,  lhall  be  qualified  to  ferve 
as  grand  or  petit-jurors,  in  the  courts 
of  the  faid  territory  ; and  they  lliall 
until  the  legidature  thereof  lhall  other- 
wife  direft,  be  felefted  in  fuch  manner 
as  the  judges  of  the  laid  courts  refpec- 
tively  'hall  preferibe,  fo  as  to  be  tnoft 
conducive  to  an  impartial  trial,  and  to 
be  lead  butthenfome  to  the  inhabitants 
of  the  faid  territory. 

Sec.  10.  It  diall  not  be  lawful  for  any 
perfon  or  perfons  to  import  or  bring 
into  the  faid  territory,  from  any  port 
or  place  without  the  limits  of  the 
United  States,  or  canle  or  procure  to  be 
fo  imported  or  brought,  or  knowingly  to 
aid  or  affift  in  fo  importing  or  bringing 
any  Have  or  daves.  And  every  perfon 
fo  offending,  and  being  thereof  convifted 
before  any  court  vvith'n  laid  territory, 
having  competent  juril’diftion,  diall  for- 
feit and  pay  for  each  and  every  Have 
fo  imported  or  brought,  the  fum  of  three 
hundred  dollars  ; one  moiety  for  the  ufe 
of  tlit  United  States,  and  the  other 
moiety  for  the  life  of  the  perfon  or  per- 
fons who  diall  fue  for  the  fame  ; and 
every  dave  fo  imported  or  brought,  fhall 
thereupon  become  entitled  to  and  re- 
ceive his  or  her  freedom.  It  diall  not 
be  lawful  for  any  perfon  or  perfons  to 
import  or  bring  into  the  faid  territory, 
from  any  port  or  place  within  the  limits 
of  the  United  States,  cr  to  caufe  or  pro-

ment of  the  inhabitants  thereof  : Pro- 
vided however , That  no  law  dial# be 
valid  which  is  inconfiftent  with  the 
conftitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States,  or  which  lhall  lay  any  perfon  un- 
der redraint  or  dilability  on  account  of 
his  religious  opinions,  profeffions,  or 
worfliip ; in  all  of  which  lie  lhall  be 
free  to  maintain  his  own  and  not  bur- 
thened for  thofe  of  another  : And  pro- 
vided also , That  in  all  criminal  prqfecu- 
tions,  the  trial  diall  be  by  a jury  ol 
twelve  good  and  lawful  men  of  the  vi 
cinage,  and  in  all  civil  cafes  of  the  value 
of  one  hundred  dollars,  the  trial  lliall 
be  by  jury,  if  either  of  the  parties  re- 
quire it.  The  judges  of  the  Indiana  ter- 
ritory, or  any  two  of  them,  lhall 
hold  annually  two  courts  within  the  faid 
diftrift,  at  fuch  place  as  will  be  mod  con- 
venient to  the  inhabitants  thereof  in 
general,  and  fnall  pellet's  the  fame  jurifdic 
tion  they  now  poffefs  in  the  Indiana 
territory,  and  fhall  continue  in  ftffion 
until  all  the  bufinefs  depending  btfori 
them  fnall  be  difpofed  of.  It  fhall  be 
the  duty  of  the  fecretary  of  the  Indiana 
territoiy  to  record  and  preferve  all  th 
papers  and  proceedings  of  the  governor, 
of  an  executive  nature  relative  to  the 
didrift  of  Louifiana,  and  tranfmit  au- 
thentic copies  thereof  every  fix  months 
to  the  prefident  of  the  United  States 
The  governor  diall  publilh  throughout 
the  faid  diftrift  all  the  laws  which  may 
be  made,  as  aforefaid,  and  fhall,  from 
time  to  time,  repo.t  the  fame  to  tffi 
Prefident  of  the  United  States,  to  be  laid 
before  Congrefs,  which,  if  difpproved 
of  by  Congrefs,  fnall  thenceforth  ceal'c. 
and  be  of  no  effeft.  < 

The  faid  didrift  of  Louifiana  lliall  be 
divided  into  diftrifts  by  the  governor, 
under  the  direftion  of  the  Prefident,  as 
the  Convenience  of  the  fettleinents  lhall 
require,  fubjeft  to  fuch  alterations 
hereafter  as  experience  may  prove  more 
convenient.  The  inhabitants  of  each 
diftrift,  between  the  ages  of  eighteen 
and  forty-five  (hall  be  formed  into  a 
militia,  with  proper  officers,  according 
to  their  numbers,  to  be  appointed  by 
the  governor,  except  the  commanding 
officer,  who  lliall  be  appointed  by  the 
Prefident,  and  who,  whether  a captain, 
a majdr,  or  a colonel,  (had  be  the  com- 
manding officer  of  the  diftrift,  and  at 
fuch  lliall,  under  the  governor,  havt 
command  of  the  regular  officers  and 
troops  in  his  diftrift.  as  well  as  of  the 
militia,  for  which  he  fhall  have  a brevet 
commiffion,  giving  him  fuch  command 
and  the  pay  and  emoluments  of  an  officer 
of  the  lame  grade  in  the  regular  army  fc 
he  fhall  be  lpecially  charged  with  the 
employment  of  the  military  and  nulitia 
of  his  diftrift,  in  cafes  of  Bidden  inva- 
fion  or  infurreftion,  and  until  the  orders 
of  the  governor  can  be  received,  and  at 
all  times  with  the  duty  of  ordering  a 
military  patrole,  aided  by  militia  if  ne- 
ceffary  to  erred  unautiiorifed  fcttlers  in 
any  part  of  his  diftrift,  and  to  commit 
fuch  offenders  to  jail  to  be  dealt  with 
according  to  law. 

Sec.  13.  The  laws  in  force  in  the 
faid  dift riel  of  Louifiana,  at  the  com- 
mencement of  this  aft,  and  not  in- 
confiftent with  any  of  the  provifions 
thereof,  (hall  continue  in  force  un- 
til altered,  modified  or  repealed  by 
the  governor  and  judges  of  the  Indi- 
ana territory;  as  aforefaid. 

Sec.  14.  And  be  it  further  enabled. 
That  all  grants  for  lends  within  the

polarity  and  national  favour  upon  men, 
uhofe  foie  merit  con  lilts  ’n  their  detef- 
mination  to  pull  down  what  they  have 
not  fenfe  to  comprehend  or  appreciate  ? 
And  which  at  worft  does  not  appear 
to  have  retarded  the  improvement  and 
progr-fs  of  your  countiy  ? 

Thefe  remarks  have  forced  them- 
felves  upon  rre  in  confequence  of  my 
view  of  the  judicial  eflablilhir'ents  of 
Kentucky  ; which  I am  fure  are  not  in 
any  refpeft  to  be  placed  in  competition 
with  ours.  Prejudice  herfelf  could  the 
make  the  compa'  ifon,  would  give  way 
and  adopt  this  opinion. 

It  is  true  (and  I have  before  mentio- 
ned it  to  you  in  converlaticn)  that  I had 
loilg  adopted  the  opinion,  that  the 
conrfe  of  proceeding  in  the  couits  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland  was  oppref- 
five  and  fufceptible  of  great  and  impor- 
tant improvements.  The  expenfe  and 
I delay  incidental  to  litigation  1 lied  con- 
fidtud  ..s  amounting  to  a denial  of  juf- 
tire,  and  as  one  of  the  many  grievous 
abufes  which  we  had  denied  from  our 
anceftors.  I thinkr  fo  Rill.  But 
ive  me  one  of  thofe  c .urts  to  try  a 
caufe  t f my  own,  in  preference  to  the 
Left  winch  is  to  be  found  in  Kentucky. 
Though  1 might  complain  of  additional 
expenfe-  previous  to  the  day  on  whirls 
judgement  was  entered,  1 could  pot  ar- 
raign the  juflice  and  legality  of  the 
judgement  which  was  finvly  rendered, 
nor  fear  delay  in  the  execution  of  it,  for 
fatisfaftion  to  the  injured  would  foon 
be  made  by  the  llierriff  when  the  order 
was  placed  into  his  hands. 

The  proceedings  of  our  courts  appear 
to  be  very  unpopular  in  this  country  ; 
blit  I believe  it  may  be  a'cribed  rather 
o your  ignorance  of  them,  than  to  any 
vanrof  powers  toeftimate  them  prcpeilv. 

The  laws  which  govern  the  proree- 
lings of  your  courts  arc  cloliiy  allied 
to  curs.  But  in  the  application  of  thofe 
laws,  our  courts  are  far  fuperior— 
“ What  !”  you  are  ready  to  exclaim, 
are  not  our  courts  a>  equitably  difpo. 
fed  as  yours  ? how  can  you  anfwer  me  in 
the  negative,  when  the  moft  celebrated 
patriots  of  England  and  Ireland  have 
felt,  and  complained  of  their  injuftice  ?” 
I admit  yeur  laft,  and  will  not  anfwer 
in  the  negative  ; but  (hall  ftill  contend 
for  the  fuperiority.  I fpeak  only  of 
their  decifions  in  cafes  of  mevm  and  tu- 
um,  as  the  lawyers  call  them,  not  in 
controverfies  affefting  the  crown.  In 
the  latter  cafes  they  are  fometiir.es  op- 
pieffive  ; but  in  fuits  between  individu- 
als, their  integrity  is  never  qurftioned. 
For  dexterity  in  probing  a rotten  caufe, 
inffifting  telliiiicny  to  the  bottom,  in 
difeovering  and  bringing  into  view  eve- 

t latent  (park  of  truth,  and  for  the 
lice  of  the  final  dreifion,  they  have 
where  their  fuperiotirs—  I could  almoft 
fe  equals.  Of  delay  and  expence  we 
fometimes  complain,  but  never  of  the 
dccilion  when  once  it  is  pronounced. 
Our  judges  are  elevated  to  the  bench, 
tiecauie  they  poffefs  talents  and  know- 
ledge— We  invite  the  moft  eminent  of 
the  profeffion  to  thole  places  by  appro- 
priate rewards,  and  we  meet  with  cor- 
refpondent  advantages.  Can  this  be

faU  of  your  Kentucky  eftabliihmcnts  ? 
Do  you  not  often  hear  (for  I have  my- 
felf  often  heard)  complaints  of  the  de- 
cifions  and  ■want  of  ability  in  your 
coi(rts  ? 1 have  been  more  than  an  hun- 
dred times  told,  that  your  bar  in  every 
county  of  the  date  was  fuperiour  to  the 
bench.  Your  judges  appear  to  feel  it, 
for  they  hazard  no  proceeding  without 
advice  or  counfel  from  the  bar.  They 
appear  like  children  in  leading  firings, 
incapable  of  motion  without  fome  di- 
reftor  to  inftrudt  them,  or  without  fome 
crutch  on  which  to  lean  for  fupport. 
flan  thefe  men  be  proper  to  till  the  dig- 
nified office  of  expounders  of  the  laws, 
adminiflrators  of  the  penal  and  civil 
fandliotis  of  the  country?  and  as  the 
cool,  deliberating  and  impartial  umpires 
of  the  claims  of  contending  parties  ? 
No  luch  thing  is  imagined  even  by  you  ; 
for  your  fuitors  are  feldom  contented 
with  the  full  opinion  of  the  court,  but 
continue  the  fuitfor  years  until  patience 
is  cxhaufled,  and  fome  comprebenlive 
decifion  is  given  by  the  fuperiour  tourt. 
to  make  an  end  to  a caufe  which  has  be- 
come troublefonie,  and  even  dilguiling. 

The  confequence  of  this  date  of 
tilings,  is  the  de  lay  of  bulinefs,  and  enor- 
mous expeuce  to  the  parties  ; an  increafe 
of  litigation,  and  a total  want  of  confi- 
dence in  the  proceedings  of  courts  : dif- 
ad vantages  as  great  as  thole  we  labour 
under,  and  not  balanced  by  the  good 
■Which  we  derive  from  the  fuperiour  abil- 
ity of  our  judges. 

Thefe  opinions  (I  communicate  to  you 
freely,  but  not  without  fome  hefitation, 
in  confequence  of  my  ignorance  cf  ma- 
ny things,  the  knowledge  of  which  is  ef- 
fential  to  a complete  view  of  the  fub- 
je£l)  are  further  confirmed  by  the  fitila- 
tion  of  the  dockets  of  courts,  and  the 
nu/.ber  of  fuperiour  courts  in  the  date. 
I have  heard  At  laid,  that  there  are  many 
inferiour  courts  in  the  date  which  do 
not  fimdi  their  bufmefs,  but  continue 
numbers  of  caufes  from  term  to  term  ; 
and  that  your  fupreme  court  after  fitting 
three  months  in  the  year,  does  not  al- 
ways decide  the  caufes  which  come  be- 
fore it.  What  can  be  the  reafon 
Twelve  judges  in  England  decide  all 
the  caufes  of  that  wealthy,  commercial 
and  polilhed  people,  and  not  more  delay 
in  their  proceedings  is  experienced  by 
fuiters— And  a greater  number  cannot 
determine  yours  1 a proof  that  mind  and 
knowledge  are  wanting  in  your  courts  ; 
fince  little  minds  cannot  do  much,  and 
great  minds  only  are  competent  to  the 
tranfaclion  of  extenfive  bufinefs. 

From  this  faifl  too,  my  friend,  I would 
-augur  fomething  prejudicial  to  your  ge- 
neral r.harafler  as  a people.  You  uiufl 
be  fond  of  litigation  ! of  courfe  vicious, 
and  not  unfrequently  difpofed  to  out-wit 
each  other.

tending  to  convey  to  foreign  powers  his 
refolution  to  lender  the  country  inde- 
pendent, and  to  fecure  to  it  the  enjoy- 
ment of  a liberty  confecrated  by  the 
blood  of  the  people  of  this  ifland ; and 
after  having  colle&ed  the  opinion  o' 
each,  demanded  that  every  one  of  til 
generals  prefent,  fhould  take  the  oath 
renounce  France  forever,  to  die  rather 
than  live  under  its  domination,  and  to 
combat  with  the  laft  breath  for  indepen- 
dence. The  generals  animated  with 
thefe  (acred  principles,  and  having  given 
their  unanimous  concurrence  to  the  weil 
devifed  projedl  of  independence,  have  all 
fworn  to  poderity,  and  to  the  whole  uni 
verfe,  to  renounce  forever  the  authori- 
ty of  France,  and  to  die  rather  than 
live  under  its  domination.
